Day Befo re His Death — Path etic

Knowing the anxiety o? our people to 
hear all that is to be known regarding 
Major Baldwin's sickness and death, 
we have the reluctant consent of Mrs. 
Baldwin to publish the following letter 
written 
the day before the Major’s 
death. 
We give it with all the wordi­ 
er 
endearment 
written only for the 
loved ones at home, because any words 
stricken out would weaken the intense­ 


ly interesting effect upon the minds of 
those who are also interested in the 
sad subject. 
The letter gives assur­ 
ance that it was not lack of care that 
caused this untimely death. 
The fates 
so willed it. 
Here is Major Baldwin's 
last sad messag e home: to wife, baby, 
father and moCher:

M y D e a r W i f e a n d B a by : — 
1 got your letter all right and am 
glad you are trying to make the best of 
it, but how distressed you must feel 
You need not worry, 1 am g etting along 
nicely, and it is only a matter of time 
until I am out of here. 
The treatment 
aud attention could not be better. 
1 thought 1 told you the first time I 
wrote what was the matter with me- 
Well, along about the 10th of August 
we were marching across Porto Rico, 
(our regiment) 1 got the dysentery, arid 
could not get rid of it: then I lost my 
appetite for camp grub, and for nearly 
three weeks i did not eat much, but 
s ill kept the dysentery, and naturally 
1 got pretty weak, so when the reg i­ 
ment got back to Ponce, I finally made 
up my mind to take the Hospital Ship 
‘ Relief, ' and it was the be.-t thing 1 
could have done. 
Was on the ship live 
days and felt lots better, began to get 
rid of the dysentery, but still had fever 
and now I am about free of fever and 
the other, so that they will g ive me 
something to eat. 
Have had nothing 
but chicken broth on the ship and milk 
here, so I have not been living very 
high. 
I don’t know what more I can say ex­ 
cept that the doctor was just in and 
said I was all-right 
I often wish I 
were home. 
1 know an awful good 
nurse there, and such a loving one: I 
would soon be well then, but wait seems 
to be the only thing. 
Tell the folks how I am, they don't 
like to have me write too much here 
yet. 
Give my love to all and remem­ 
ber you are all the world to me, dear­ 
est, and God grant we may soon be 
together.
